A Diversity of Opinion on the Subject of 
Transportation. 


Purapetruta, Pa. June 18.—The National 
Board of Trade convened at 9 o'clock this moru- 
ing.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE QUESTION. 
o the Editor of The Chicago Trioune: 
Cuicaco, June 17.—It seems to be pte-det 


be undone. Before such an act of vandalism is 
consummated, the people of Chicago should 
have something to say. The opinion 
of *onteiders” (however experienced the 
“experts” may be in other localities) is 
of very little value in regard to Chicago founda- 
tions. We have a treacherous soil to deal 
with. There is perhaps no city in the country 
where the difficulty of constructing massive 
buildings is so great as here. This difficulty 
enn never be eatirely overcome. All the large 
buildings which have thus far been erected have 
suffered from an unavoidable settling, to a great- 
er or a lees degree. But, in almost every case, 
the injury caused by such settling has been 
remedied. Citizens will remember the Tremont 
House, which many thought would have to be 
taken down. The Palmer House, too, or at 
least a portion of the State street front, had 
acttled, and to any but a Chicago architect 
would have presented a dangerous appearance. 
The same was the case with the Union National 
Bank, with the American Express Company's 
building, and with nu.nerous other cases, which 
need not be particularized. The Custom-House 
examiners would undoubtedly have condemned 
these buildings. They would have been demol- 
ished, and reconstructed upon new foundations, 
which wou!d have proved no better than the old. 

With such facts staring us in the face, the citi- 
zens of Chicago should oppose the destruction 
of the Custom-House work, until at least the 
necessity of such a destruction shall be clearly 
manifested. Before $2,000,000 of property shal 
be annihilated, and tne completion of the Cus- 
tom-House delayed for an indefinite term, sub- 
stantial reasons for such results should be se- 
verely exacted. There is no class of judges so 
well qualified (indeed, qualified at all) to deter- 
mine this momentous question as the architects 
of Chicago. Let a jury be selected from these 
men. Let them carefully éxamine into the real 
facts of the case, and then let our representa- 
tives in Congress see that their verdict is re- 
spected. The public will then be satisfied, what- 
ever the verdict may be. Otherwise the people 
of Chicago will not be satisfied, and they will 
have g reasons for such dissatisfaction. 

Mr. Potter is doubtless a respectable architect. 
But he is utterly ignorant of Chicago founda- 
tions. He bas never constructed a building upon 
our soil. He isa young man, and, until ap- 
pointed to bis present position, was generally 
unknown. Noone has heard of any great work 
which he bas accomplished in any part of the 
country. The judgment of such & man, there- 
fore, ought not to carry much weight, ticular- 
ly in opposition to the judgment of cago ar- 
chitects, not # few of whom are his equals 
in talent and his superiors in experience. 
These views ate the simple dictates of common 
sense, aud I am confident that they reflect the 
almost unanitnous views of our people. I would 
say unanmious did I not have reason to believe 
that there are parties in our midst who are in- 

in the destruction pf the present work, 
and who are using their utmost efforts to ac- 
complish such result. If money was unjustly 
made in the construction of the foundations, a 
greatdeal more will be realized 
their demolishment. 

Let the press (which is the expression an 
— of the people) ponder upon this thought 

he City of Chicago should insist upon justice in 
this case as in every other. If the pubjiie inter- 
ésts require that the Custom-House work shall 
be undone, very well; but before the business of 
destruction begins, let the people be convinced 
(from otber sources than ignorance and ambi- 
tion) that such devastation is demanded.

tions of the Democratic Convention on 
Thursday. If the Convention adopted the 
resolutions about the currency under the 
assumption that such resolutions would at- 
tract votes, it ought to be resented as an in- 
sult to the intelligence and honesty of the 
people of the State. 
The Democratic party in Ohio is divided on 
this question of further inflating and debas- 
ing the currency, We published a few days 
ago the resolutions of that party in Cleveland, 
which were in full harmony with those of the 
Republican party and with the judgment of 
all parties in the Eastern and many of the 
Western States. But, in the recent Conven- 
tion, the Pendletonian or inflation-repudiat- 
ing wing of the party got control, and passed 
their rag-money resolutions. These resolu- 
tions assert and recommend : 
1. That the contraction of the currency heretofore 
made by the Republican party, and the furtber con- 
traction proposed by it, with a view to the forced re- 
sumption of specie payments, has already brought 
disaster to the business of the country, and threatens 
it with general bankruptcy and ruin, 
These assertions are hardly warranted by 
the facts. When the greenbacks were first 
made legal tender it was stipulated that they 
might be funded in 5-206 per cent bonds. 
Subsequently Congress increased the amount, 
and in lieu of the privilege of funding the 
notes into bonds the faith of the Government 
was pledged that the amount issued at any 
one time should never exceed $400,000,000. 
Subsequently, Secretary MoCvrLocn under- 
took to fund the outstanding greenbacks, and 
had thus reduced them to $356,000,000, when 
Congress forbade any further reduction. This 
took place in 1867, and if this is the con- 
traction heretofore made by the Republican 
party” it took a very long time for the conse- 
quences to develop. The contraction of the 
currency resulting from the legislation of the 
last Congress has really been brought about 
by the failure of free banking to fill the 
promises made by its Democratic advocates. 
They insisted that the West and South had 
not banks enough, and that, if the West and 
South were only permitted to start 
National Banks, currency would be- 
come plenty and cheap. Congress there- 
fore provided that for every dollar 
of currency granted to new banks, only 80 
cents of greenbacks should be retired. Under 
this, about $2,000,000 of greenbacks have 
been retired, and the whole currency would 
actually have been inflated had not other 
banks surrendered their circulation. The 
result of free banking, therefore, has been a 
slight reduction of bank-note circulation. 
But, before this action of Congress, $26,000,- 
900 of legal tenders retired by Secretary Mo- 
Dortocn in 1867 had been restored to circula- 
tion, after having been unused over six years. 
So the total contraction of currency since the 
close of the War has been $18,000,000, which 
has been offset by the increase of bank-note 
ciroulation since 1867 to the amount of $48,- 
000,000. Including the fractional currency, 
which is legal tender, the amount of national 
currency now outstanding is far in excess of 
the $400,000,000 named in the contract with 
the public creditors. The only reduction in 
the currency since the War is the $18,000,000 
retired in 1867, and against this is the 
$48,000,000 increase of bank-note curren- 
cy, showing an actual inflation of over 
$30,000,000. 

The disaster to the business of the coun- 
try which threatens general bankruptcy and 
ruin ” occurred in 1878, before the act of the 
last Congress looking to specie resumption. 
That disaster was not due to a want or scarc- 
ity of currency ; it was the natural result of 
the inordinate expansion of credit. Money, 
such as it was, was too plentiful for the wan 
of legitimate trade. It begat speculation ; 
credit was expanded to the utmost tension ; 
capital was sunk in wild schemes that pro- 
duced nothing, and, finally, the wide-stretch- 
ed credit broke, and suddenly. The capital 
invested in wild-cat speculation was lost, car- 
rying down with it everything that was ficti- 
tious and insubstantial. In the reaction 
there was no credit. Men put their money 


vestment in safe and legitimate production. 
Never was currency so abundant, and not 
since the War has interest been solow. But 
money can only be borrowed for legitimate 
and substantial operations, The crushing 
out of every fictitious, dishonest, specu- 
lative scheme for spending other peo- 
ple’s money unproductively, and an 
abundance of capital and money seek- 
ing investment at low rates of interest in 
any form of legitimate, and substantial, and 
productive industry, can hardly be said to 
portend either bankruptcy or ruin. On the 
contrary, there is no longer a waste. The 
building of railroads in the wilderness has 
been arrested; popular extravagance im ex- 
penditure has been checked. Men are com- 
pelled to live within their actual incomes, 
and not upon fortunes in futuro. Retrench- 
ment, public and private, has taken the place 
of waste, and the business of the nation is 
adapting itself to the substantial basis so 
long unknown. The country has had so long 
a season of riotous dissipation in speculation 
that the recovery is slow; but the strength is 
returning, and the first and most natural 
thing to do is to resume specie values perma- 
nently. 

The second resolution declares that the 
policy of abolishing legal tenders and leaving 
the issue of currency to the National Banks 
‘* will increase the power of an already dan- 
gerous monopoly”; and the Democracy ask 
that the bank currency be abolished, and 
legal tenders issued in its place. So long as 
any man or number of men, who can raise by 
any means a sufficient amount of capital, may 
start a bank anywhere, we fail to see that 
there is or can be any monopoly in the 
business. The banks themselves do not con- 
sider the privilege of issuing notes a profite- 
ble business, nor any particular hardship to 
be deprived of it. There must be a return to 
specie payments at some time, and to retire 
the bank-note currency now will relieve the 
banks of the responsibilities and obligations 
of resuming and maintaining specie pay- 
ments, and roll that responsibility on the 
General Government. 

The platform concludes, of course, 
with a demand that the national cur. 
rency shall be increased so as to replace 
the bdhk currency, and to such further ex- 
tent as to meet the demands of trade. It is 
unnecessary to comment on this proposition 
to more than double the amount of a curren- 
cy that is now depreciated 15 percent. This 
Democratic currency lacks even the Keiiry 
promise of redemption in a low interest-bear- 
ing bond, It lacks everything looking like 
an honest restoration of the public credit, 
There are many thousands of millions of 
property existing in the form of deposits in 
savings banks, in commercial banks, in notes, 
and other forms of credit. These represent 
the accumulated surplus of years of labor and 
self-denial. This Democratic scheme to de- 
grade the legal tender and to destroy its pur- 
chasing value is in fact a proposition to 
confiscate so much of this property as is rep- 
resented by the further depreciation in 
the value of the currency. This 
accomplished, if this party attain power, it 
will find itself unable to maintain a Govern- 
ment with money worth but one-half its face 
value ; having banished specie, it will meet 
the difficulty of paying the interest and prin- 
cipal of the debt in coin by paying the prin- 
cipal in paper, and then, as was done with 
the old Continental money and the Confed- 
erate States money, repudiate the paper. 
Then we will. have no debt, no interest, no 
money, and no credit; we will stand convict- 
ed as a nation of thieves and robbers; and, 
with the loss of credit, the demoralized and 
degraded people will be ripe subjects for any 
usurper from within or invader from with- 
out.

THE BRITISH PANIC. 
The financial panic in England can scarcely 
have failed to be received pith surprise in the 
commercial circles of this country. There 
has been nothing to prepare the public out- 
side the money centres of Great Britain for a 
series of gigantic failures. All the surface 
indications have been of the very opposite 
nature. The people of Great Britain have 
never, to all appearances, been so well off as 
now. For the past season the grain-yield of 
Great Britain and the European countries has 
been exceptionally large, making breadstuffs 
relatively cheap, and the prospect this year is 
there will be another heavy crop of grain. 
There has been no inflation of currency be- 
yond the requirements of trade, and the cur- 
rency itself has been the very best in the 
world. Taxes are lower in the United 
Kingdom than they have been at any time 


tributed as to place the lightest possi 
strain on labor and capital engaged in 
production, There is no war at home 
or abroad to disturb values or create 
apprehension. Everywhere there is, and 
has been ever since the recovery from the 
English panic of 1866, greater evidence of 
prosperity, and in fact greater prosperity, 
than ever before in that country. That 
there should be a general panic in Great 
Britain, at this time and under these cir- 
cumstances, is calculated, therefore, to excite 
the liveliest apprehensions in this country 
and elsewhere of a universal shrinkage and 
tightening that will affect every business and 
every interest. It is useful, on this account, 
to inquire into the cause of the English 
failures, since, if traced to local reasons, they 
will not occasion any general dismay. 


The English panic began about three weeks

ago with the failure of the Aberdare and 


in railroad building has afforded an abnormal 
stimulant to the iron and steel industries of 
Great Britain. It has been the direct occa- 
sion for an advance in the cost of labor and 
coal that could not be sustained. Coal went 
up enormously, From being worth $2 or $3 
a ton at the furnaces it rose to double that 
amount, and coal for private consumption got 
as high es $10 and $12 à ton in London, 
more than it ever costsin Chicago. All classes 
of labor began to demand an increase of wa- 
ges in proportion, and determined, des- 
perate strikes were inaugurated,—frst 
among the miners, then among the 
puddiers, and so on through until even 
the agricultural serfs were infected. The 
manufacturers of iron and steel kept up, sup- 
plying the demand at prices which fell short 
of the actual cost of production. It was just 
after enduring the hardships incident to the 
strikes and the increased cost of labor and 
material that the American panic came, de- 
stroying instantaneously one of the largest 
markets for their products. Railroad build - 
ing and extensions were checked all over the 
world. Not only did the demand fall off ma- 
terially and suddenly, but other countries, not 
similarly afflicted by strikes, had got in 8 
position to furnish iron, steel, and locomo- 
tives at lower prices than the English manu- 
facturers could. Thus the toils closed in 
about the irom interest ov all sides. The 
other manufacturing interests were affected 
in the same manner, though not to the same 
extent. 

2. Another and collateral cause of the 
present financial panic is the inflation of capi- 
tal (not of currency) in Great Britain, which 
has been goingon for years as a result of its 
prosperity. Great Britain has been accumu: 
lating a surplus capital at the rate of $500,- 
000,000 a year in excess of all home de- 
mands. We mean that, after supplying its 
own business with every extension and acces- 
sory made necessary by ite increase, the 
profits on its trade and commeree abroad have 
amounted to this vast sum annually seeking 
investment. During ten years of rapid de- 
velopment prior to the late American panic, 
this surplus capital found an outlet abroad, 
and largely in the United States. It went in- 
to all sorts of foreign loans, especial- 
ly municipal and State, Money was loaned to 
all the borrowing nations on the earth, inelud- 
ing Turkey, Mexico, andthe States of Centra! 
and South America, When this outlet was fill- 
ed, the surplus capital of Great Britain sought 
investment in bonds and stocks of every de- 
scription in Europe and America,—railroad, 
mining, manufacturing, public improve- 
ments, eto. The British capitalists rediscount- 
ed she American loans placed in Germany, 
Holland, and France. Everywhere, in fact, 
that money could be invested with a reasona- 
ble prospect of getting back the principal, it 
rushed forth from the bloated English capi- 
talists. The demand for this capital was cut 
off about the time the demand for British 
manufactures decreased. The surplus moneys 
lay idle at home, and were loaned at very 
low rates to the manufacturers and speculsa 
tors going down hill. These loans have not 
saved the manufacturers, but in their fal) 
they have carried banks and capitalists with 
them. The present panic is but a general 
settlement day, when the accounts are bal- 
anced, and when it is found that the waste 
of capital incident to the strikes, the exor- 
bitent prices paid for labor, and the losses 
from abroad, have created a havoc even 
among the giants of the financial world. 


There is one comfort about a panic in 
Great Britain which we did not have in our 
panic. There will be a speedy recovery. 
The troubles are partly the result of too 
much capital, as we have pointed out. The 
losses can be sustained without any bad 
effect upon the future of the nation or the 
people at large. After settling up, the En- 
glish manufacturers will have the markets of 
the world open to them, and they will only 
med to reduce their prices to avail them- 
selves of their opportunities. There is no 
high tariff to shut them out from the re- 
sumption of their trade and commerce. 
Taeir losses having been made at home, their 
credit is not affected. All that is necessary 
is to squeeze out the inflation that has re- 
milted from over-production and too great a 
airplus of capital The effects of the British 
panic, therefore, though it may be very gen- 
eal throughout Great Britain, are not likely 
to be felt in any marked degree in this coun- 
try, unless it be in offering our importers 
cheaper goods and wares, which mugt result 
fom a fall in wages, coal, raw 


production. 
THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 


l seems to us that the most practical way 


oi settling the present unfortunate situation

tle foundation of things. Much time and 
tulk are wasted in discussing the quality and 
aypearance of the stones, as if these were 
vtal defects.

it. If it is unable to hold the basement 
frst story, already erected, it would be 
height of folly to pile up a superstructure 
taree or four stories more.

PRESIDENTIAL SALARY. 

One of the planks in the Ohio Democratic 
platform reads: Fourth, The President s 
service should be limited to one term at a 
salary of $26,000 a year.” As to limiting the 
service of the President to a single term, a 
great deal has been said on both sides of the 
question. It was earnestly discussed in the 
Constitutional Convention eighty-six years 
ago. A strong minority of the members ad- 
vocated a single term of six years; a few 
were in favor of one term of eight years; but 
u majority finally voted that the term should 
be four years, and that the State Electors 
might re-elect the President as often as they 
pl Gen. Jackson advocated a single 
term, and urged upon Congress in several of 
his annual messages the submission of an 
amendment to the Constitution limiting the 
time of Executive service toasingle term. But 
he was unable to induce any of the Demo- 
cratic Congresses to favor the proposition. 
The single-term idea has been discussed 
in and out of Congress ever since, 
but the people have not evinced any 
great desire for its adoption. The resolution 
of the Ohio Convention was not intended to 
promote the idea; the object was to get in 
a “slap” at the present salary of the 
President. When Wassinoton was Presi- 
dent, Congress fixed the salary of the Execu- 
tive office at $25,000 perannum. A dollar 
in those days possessed more than double 
the purchasing power of a dollar nowa- 
days; $50,000 in depreciated greenbacks at 
this time represents less value than 
$25,000 when the compensation of the 
first President was fixed by Congress. 
At that time the United States were a poor, 
weak nation of four millions of inhabitants, 
and possessed less taxable property than the 
State of Illinois does at present; $25,000 
now is no more value than $12,000 would 
have been when Wasuinoton, Apams, Jer- 
uso, and Mapison were holding the Presi- 
dential affice. Either they were paid twice 
too much, or the sum proposed by the Ohio 
Democratic Convention is only half enough. 
The United States contain ten times the 


population and twenty times the wealth 


they did when Wasmrvoton or Je. 
Eon was President, and the du- 
ties of the office have increased ten- 
fold since that period. On the basis of 
population and wealth, official duties, and 
responsibilities, a salary of $4,000 or $5,000

THE ELEMENTS. 
THE STORM AT ST. LOUIS. 
Spectal Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lovis, June 18.—One of the most violent 
and destructive rain-storms that have ever visited 
the city was that which struck St. Louis about 3 
o’clock this morning. The lightning acoompany- 
ing the storm was so constant that the heavens 
appeared as one blaze of fire, and at one time 
during the storm a newspaper could be distinct- 
ly read by the light of the electricity. At 2 
o'clock the storm-clouds reached a point in- 
mediately over the city, and about 3 the rain bo- 
gan to descend in 

A SOLID BLOCK OF WATER. 

Shortly after the commencement of the rain 
the wind came in furious gusts. The rain con- 
tinued to pour down steadily for two hours. In 
the lower portions of the city, cellars and base- 
ments, and, in some instances, the first stories 


| of many houses, were completely flooded, damag- 


ing furniture, family supplies, and merchan- 
dise. 


A HEAVY BOLT OF LIGETNING 
struck George E. Finch & Oo.’s stable, on the 
corner of Main and Wright streets, setting it on 
fire. Despite the wet condition of everything 
combustibie, the flames spread with consider- 
able rapidity, and although the engines 
promptly responded to the alarm, they 
were unable to do more than prevent 
the fire from extending to adjoining buildings. 
The stable was completely consumed, together 
with three fine horses, a buggy, and a harness, 
all the property of the firm mentioned. On 
Lucas avenue north of Twenty-first street, where 
there is a deep hollow, the water came over the 
tops of some of the small houses. On Chestnut 
street east of Ware avenue, a large brick house 
in the course of erection was vearly demolished 
by the wind. The west side and froat were 
blown down to the foundations. Between St. 
Louis and Franklin on the Pacific Railroad, more 
water was seen than ever before in ths mem- 
ory of 
THE OLDEST INHABITANT, 
and corn-fields and meadows were deeply over- 
flowed that were never overflowed before. A 
number of cars laid up at Grand Avenue Siation, 
on the Pacific, were up to their bodies in water. 
In the neighborhood of this station is some low 
ground, oo which is squaited a number of small 
houses. In one case, 
A HOUSE WAS ENTIRELY COVERED, 
only a portion of the chimney projecting above 
the level of the water. Mrs. Mary Ryan, a labor- 
ing woman living in a basement tenement on 
Fourteenth street, near Biddle, was awakened by 
finding the wateria her room up to the bed. 
She, with ber little children, were obliged to 
hurry out in the storm and take refuge at the 
house of a neighbor. Her furniture and house- 
hold goods were badly damaged. During the 
storm the extensive lime sheds near the corner 
of First and Victor streets, caught fire and 
were consumed. The building covered nearly 
half a block. The fire is said to have originated 
from water coming in contact with the lime. 
The water, as-it neared the river, found the sew- 
ers inadequate to carry it off, and the result 
was that inlets filled up, gutters overflowed, and 
property suffered. 
THE SCAPEGOAT. 

Probably the most serious distress, however, 
was occasioned by the flood in the neighborhood 
of the corner of Twentieth and Saulabury streets. 
At this point Davis street, the old National 
Bridge plankroad, Baulsbury and Twentieth 
street, convergs, atid their point of meeting 
forma the bottom of a long slope from all sides. 

Thus the water from even Grand avenue 
rushes down in that direction. At this peint 
there is quite a little village formed, of one 
aod two-story houses, brick and frame. 
About 4 o'clock the occupants of the 
lowest houses were aroused by the rush 
of waters, and found the floors submerged. In 
twenty minutes more what bad formerly been a 
street was a pond of water, in many placos 

13 FEET DEEP. 

The inhabitants of the houses were compelled 
to run out without putting on their clothes, in 
order to save theit lives.. Several men had to 
swim for safety, and bad not the alarm been 
promptly given by those who were first to dis- 
cover the danger, there would unquestionably 
have been a considerable loss of life. Across 
the river a great deal of damage was done. Also 
a house was struck by lightming althongh it had 
a ligbtning-rod. Numerous small buildings were 
unroofed, and many cellars flooded. Most of 
the Eastern trians due this morning suffered 
more or less detention on account of the flood. 
In several places the track was snomerged or 
washed away. 80 far as learned no human lives 
were ost, but the fatality both to old poultry 
and little chicks is considerable. Some forty or 
fifty minor accidents to flesh and bones are re- 
ported. 


THE PUMPS. 
To the Associated Press.) 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 18.—Engines and pumps. have 
been actively at work all day pumping water 
from the cellars, basements, and lower floors of 
dwellings, but, in many places, little 
been made on the water. A number of parties 
threaten the city for damages on account of the 
meagre capacity of the sewers. It will be many 
days before hundreds of houses in different parts 
of the city cam be made habitable. 


THE QUAKE. 
IN OHIO AND INDIANA.

InpranaPouis, [od Jane 18.— There was an 
earthquake shock to-day, the first ever felt io 
this vicinity to amount to anything, and, after 
all, this was mo great shock. Only a few who 
had felt such things before knew what it was 
when it came, and, although-every attempt is be- 
ing made to magnify its proportions, the truth is it 
amounted to very little.

CROPS ADD HOPPERBS. 


NEBRASKA. : 
Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

MRoWNVILLE, Neb., June 18.—Yesterday I 
wrote you from Phelps, Missouri, aud this morn- 
ing crossed over the river to this point of Ne- 
braska. Browuville ia the county seat of Ne- 
maha County, Nebraska, and contains about 
2,500 inhabitants. It ie a pretty town among 
the hills, and overlooks the Missouri River, 
which is very narrow and deep near the city. 
Nemabs is one of the four counties so terri ay 
damaged by grasshoppers this year, and 1 
assure you nothing that has been written equals 
the frightful reality of this plague. Had I not 
seen it with my own eyes no one could have 
made me believe so small an insect could pro- 


duce such ravages. 

All along the river bottom the ground is bare 
and barren as if swept by a fire, and on ascend- 
ing the bluffs I found the trees stripped of their 
leaves and the points of the limbs white asa 
bone. Not a spear of grass was visible in any 
of the yards, nor wasa flower or shrub to be 
seen anywhere. The grass is eaten into the 
very earth, and it is brown and parched as if 
dried by a fire. The peo here prided them- 


selves on theit beautifully-laid out and well- 


kept grounds, and a few weckt ago the yards 
were green as an emerald and the trees coverd 
with luxuriant foliage. Flowers bloomed every- 
where, and the houses nesiled among the green 
trees. All ie now a barren waste. Thousands 
on thousands of grasshoppers crawled about the 
streets, covered the fences, and lined the side- 
walks. Some of them were so small and vouug 
they could not get out of the way, and were 
crusbed to death beneath the feet of the passers- 
by and under the wheels of wagons and car- 
nages. Others were large and strong, and flew 
away by hundreds, only to be replaced by new 
buodreds ———— descending from the sky. 
Tne stench from dead grasshoppers at one time 
became so great the people feared disease aud 
cleaned the town of carcases. They 
crawled everywhere, lighted on my clothes, and 
even in my face. If the plagues of Egypt were 
any worse-than these, then the Egyptians ought 
et to be remembered with pity and sympathy 
by all civilized nations. It is useless 
for me to attempt to describe it to 
you—it must be seen and endured to be under- 
stood, and I assure you I vever fully realized 
until to-day what the grasshouper-plazgue was. 
Countiess millions have been passing overhead 
ali day high in the sir, but the people seem to 
care very lit:le whether they descend or not, as 
all is taken, and I think the farmers would rather 
delight to see the disappointment of the millions 
who could come down only to find their ravenous 
predecessors bad eaten up all there was for even 
a grasshopper’s supper. 
o-dA i rode out to Gov. Furna’s place about 
2 miles from the city. He had a beauii- 
fal ferm, well stocked, hedged, and the 
best pursery in the county of 160 
acres in fruit, and not a tree escaped. 
Twenty acres of peach-orchard on which a 
few days ago hung 5.000 bushels of peaches, is 
completely ruined. Not a peach remains, apd 
the trees are leafless as if in mid-winter. Many 
of them are badly eaten, and willdie. The ap- 
ple-orcha:ds are still worse, the soft wood of 
this year’s growth beiog eaten, and the bark 
stripped from the limbs. They look white as 
picked bones, aud many of them are already dy- 
ing. The nursery plants are eaten down to the 
ground. The Governors loss is over $20,000, 
and it will take him five or ten years to replace 
bis fine orchards. Millions of grasshoppers 
were still at work on the trees eating the bark 
and soft wood, They rose u swarms arouod us 
at every step of the horses, and we could dis- 
tinetly hear the whirring noise of their wings. I 
witnessed a grasshopper-rise, as it is called. 
Thousands commenced going up into the air and 
circling about. I could liken it to nothing but 
bees ewarming. They filled the airin countiess 
fhillious and then struck off northwest. In the 
corn they were still at work. Not a spear was to 
be seen above the earth, but on going to the 
biile [ found them sticking in the ground eating 
the roote. Some bad burrowed over an inch 
deep in search of the green plants. I rode over 
4 miles aud saw not « living green thing but a 
little milkweed and some sumach bushes, and 
here and there a patch of prairie-graas. All the 
tame grass seemed to be taken. One farmer 
was at work replanting. but most of them were 
at home waiting results, and those I spoke to 
seemed greatly discouraged. 

To-day the 8 are flying very high 
and due north west. ust bow maov have pass- 
ed over this point it would de impossible to sar, 
but they could only be nambered by tbe thou- 
sand millions. A gentleman says more have 
passed this point to-dav than any day vet since 
the flight began, and he believes, if they had 
alighted, they would have covered the entire 
county one grasshopper deep. J 

A good many farmers are in town, discussiug 
the situation. They say they will replant if they 
cap get seed. Gen. Brisbin is bere encouraging 
the tarmersg to plant ail their ground again, and 
urging the ts to give them lib- 
eral it. A meeting Le 
held at the Court House tonights 
to devise ways and means for getting 
seed and determine what it is best to sow. In 
some precincts the farmers are clubbing togeth- 
er and sigoing a joint note, which is indorsed by 
rich farmers, aod then discounted in bank, the 
pr to be at once invested in seed.

It seems too that our bresdstuffs are 
wanted on the other side. and al the more as buyers 
there have held off 80 long, taKing hitherto no more 
than was sufficient to supply current requirements. 
Outside of this the general sepect of things was 
healthy. A fair outward movement of grain was again 
noted, the low rates of freight forming en inducement 
to ship, as there is now a better prospect of « stiffen- 
ing in rates than at any previous time this season. 
Not that any great upward turn is expected, but rates 
are now o very low that any change could scarcely be 
otherwise than in the interest of carriers, Through 
rates to New York are now quoted at Ize on wheat, and 
Me on corn per bu, The rates from Chicago to Bur- 
falo are 1e and e respectively. 

Contrary to general expectation, eur stocks of wheat 
and corn continue to diminish. In both the ship- 
ments exceed the receipts almost regularly, and the 
difference is greater than usual at this season of the 
year. With stocks and continued 
weather, the danger of hot grain may be considered 
over, and that is something “to be thankful for.” 
There is not much of either bere now that bas been in 
store a month; all the grain received in winter hav- 
ing been ah ipped out, 

There were no new features in dry goods. The 
pleasant weather has a tendency to stimuiate business 
a little, but the chilly air still continues, and has the 
effect to check trade in thin goods, otherwise the order 
business keeps up to the average. Groceries were in 
moderate demand and easy, except sugars, which are 
reported firm, and one or two favorite grades have ad- 
vyanoed an Kc. Sirups and coffees were easy; also 
teas, though the trade in the latter is brightening up a 
little, Lard oil was lower, and carbon and turpentine 
easier, The dem ud continues fair, being chiefly for 
the above-named articles, Fish were unchanged. 
Fruits and nuts were rather quiet, foreign fruits 
were steady, ralet as being §@10c per box higber, One 
or two domestic varieties were easier, otherwise there 
was no alteration, though peaches were stronger un- 
der apprehensions that tne coming crop will be 4 very 
small one. Cheese was steady and butter easy; how- 
ever, there is considerable inquiry for the latter from 
shippers, and the increase in the stock, if any, is be- 
lieved to be small. 

Lumber was selling freely at the yards at about recent 
prices. The supply is large, and it is rumored that 
some dealers are sbading prices, but the cutting under 
is not yet general. At the docks, the remainder of the 
fleet was awaiting sale, but buyers continue to operate 
cautiously, and oaly a portion of the offerings were 
disposed of, Prices were irregular, Woodenware was 
reported steady and rather quiet. Wool was dull 
compared to the trade at this time last season, and the

Out of It. 


Interesting Operations in Gold and Iron. 


Last Sunday an account was given of the 
manner in which doubtful railroad securities are 
sometimes forced on the market through bribes 
given to newspaper writers, as showa in the case 
ef the Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis Rail- 
road Company. In the present article the same 
witness who declared that tlie influence of, the 
press was necessary, and that it must be pur- 
chased, will be called on to show how bankers 
and brokers sometimes line their own pockets by 
heavy discounte or speculation with bonds they 
are required to sell. The witness referred to is 
H. H. Boody, formerly Treasurer of the Rock- 
ford, Rock laiand & St. Louis Ratiroad, who re- 
cently gave some valuable evidence in tle case 
before the Master in Chancery. 

Mr, Boody states that he was the principal 


‘| financial agent of the railroad company to ne- 


gotiate the whole issue of the bonds, amounting 
to $9,009,000. ‘The bonds were issued in the 
latter part of 1868, as occasion required, but 
were not all signed or executed until the latter 
part of February, 1870.

Some time ago the friends of the University of 
Chicago became convinced that the best interests 
of the institution would be subserved by adding 
to it a Medical Department, to form, in connec- 
tion with its Law School, a real and substantial 


J university, which should have, in connection 


with the Theological Seminary near by, all tbe 
facilities for educating the pupil in either of the 
three professions. About the same time the 
friends of Rush Medical College became im- 
pressed with the idea that the usefulness of that 
institution could bo increased bys judiciczs

He informs her 
that a year ago he was living upon bis little farm 
in Kansas, which ho bad bought with the money 
he had saved from the toil of younger years, 
and that suddenly the grasshoppers descended 
upon him, devoured his crops, reduced him to 
beggary, uud drove him out into the 
world to seek a liveliiood wherever he 
could find it. Animated with a spirit of natural 
ill-will to the little creatures that had wrought 
him o much disaster, he had made it his busi- 
ness to find something to destroy them. After 
considerabie investigation he had discovered 
that the ashes of a certain. plant had a most 
deleterious influence upon their health. Having 
made this discovery, and baving provided tum- 
elf with a large quantity of the destructive 
plant in question, he had come on to Chicago, 
baving seen that the grasshoppers had made 
their appearance there, for the purpose of utiliz- 
ing his invention in a. wealthy sud borticul- 
tural city. For several days he hac 
been wandering aroucd, and had gone 
into various yards, taken up a little earth, and 
examived it to see if auy grasshoppers were 
present in atorpid condition. Where he found 
them, be had stated bis case, had sold some of 
his specific, and had gone on bis way rejoicing. 

Then the lads aske if he had found any grass 
hoppers on ber premises. He replies he had; 
the earth was very rich, and he had discovered 
half a dozen, whereupon he shows her two or 
three beautiful specimens. Thén she inquires 
as to the price of his grasshopper exter- 
minator, he informs der it costs 
a dollar «4 kage—ove package will 
save the whole yard: the article is to 
be scattered over each surface; it will have no 
injurious effect whatever on flowers or birds, and 
will be certain death to the littie- winged insects.

Came Jenny, Brack His, Juve 4—The 
Black Hild Exploration Expedition left Port 
Laramie on May 25, and after nine very short 
aod easy marches is encamped ona the east 
branch of the east fork of Beaver Creek, in the 
west edge of the Black Hills, 120 miles north of 
Fort Laramie, and 2 to 5 miles east of the 104th 
parallel of longitude ; latitude 44 deg., 45 min. 
Toe Biack Hills are thus shown to be all in 
Dakota except the northwest spur of the 
mountains. 

Lieut.-Col. Dodge, of the Twenty-third In- 
fantry, is in command of the escort, which con- 
sigte of six companies of cavalry and two com- 
panies of infantry, besides a mountain howitzer 
and a Gatling gon, making up a force that will 
resist all the Indians that can get together at 
any time durfhg the summer. 

THE SCIENTIFIC CORPS 
is composed of men sent out by the Department 
of the Interior, with an efficient corps of as- 
sistants and miners. The Chief is Prof. 
Walter P. Jenny, geologist and mining engineer 
(but Professor of what I am not able to say). The 
topographical engineer is Dr. B. T. McGilly- 
cuddy, of Detroit, and the astronomer Capt. 
Tuttle, These gentlemen have, with the excep- 
tion of Capt. Tuttle, the assistance of practical 
miners and mountsiheers. Besides these scien- 
tiie men, the War Department has sent out 
Maj. Burke, of the Engineer Corps, and the 
current talk is that Maj. Burke, Capt. Tuttle, 
and Dr. McGillyouddy monopolize the brains 
and scientific ability of the whole stupendous 
mass of knowledge which makes up this ex- 
pedition. This is mere current talk, and not 
reliable. Prof. Jenny u a young man of 
about 28 years of age, and has the appearance 
of a man who bas never mixed up much with 
the world. He has a quick and nervous style of 
speaking and an intelligent expression of coun- 
tenanée. He is not the Prof. Janney of Arizona 
diamond notoriety. What he knows about min- 
ing remains to beseen. As one of the mining 
experts, we have a son of old John Brown, who,

8 DIARY OF THE EXPEDITION. 

The expedition has so far been suceessful, as 
it is now in a permanent camp withont an acci- 
dent. As before related, the expedition left 
Fort Laramie on May 25, and made its camp that 
night on Re whide Creek, a small tributary of the 
North Platte, . 

The second day's march was up the Rawhide 
to or bear the Rawhide Buttes, where the next 
camp was made. 

The third day's march was made across a high 
divide of table-land, hills, ravines, and small val- 
leys, until the head-eprings of the Niobrara, or 
**L’eau que Court,” were reached. Camp was 
made at this point forthe night. Here there 
was uo fuel to be found but green sage-brash. 
Now, dry sage-brush burns well enough, and an- 
swers to cook a meal or two; but green sage- 
brush is not the best fuel to burn. Add to this, 
the discomfort of a heavy white frost that night, 
and the necessity of a protracted prayer-meeting 
the uext day for the benefit of recent converts 
can be imagined. 

. The fourth day's march was from this tamp to 
the “Old Woman’s Fork.” This stream is one 


of the southern tributaries of the Cheyenne” 


River, and in reaching it the command had to 
climb a high range of hills, from which burst be- 
fore our eyes the

Immediately about us were deep ravines or 
canons full of pines, gradually sloping down to 
the narrow valley of the Old Woman's Fork. 
Then, directly below us, wound this willow- 
fringed stream, so crooked and so tangled that 
ite course could but with difficulty be deter- 
mined. On both sides of this narrow valley rose 
straggling bluffs broken by deep cuts and backed 
by an interminable succession of still more 
ragged hills. Fifty miles north ward a sombre 
elevation seemed to rise abrubtly from tke plain, 
and, gradually falling toward the southeast, 
stretch an inky line as far a6 the eye could 
reach. The black elevation was Bear Lodge, 
and the black line the.Black Hills. 

If the scenery from tbe hill-top was magnifi- 
cent, crossing and recrossing

was ble enough to dispell the former 
impression. A languid stream of yellow alkaline 
water, flowing, as if almost tired of existence, 
over a mud and bottom, made many a mule- 
whacker curse the day he was born.

Very few drank water while encamped oa this 
stream. Coffee tasted of it, and no good water 
couid be found to dilute whisky with. Such are 
the privations incidental toa pioneer life. The 
camp on the Beaver was broken on June 
8, and the present camp established as a perma- 
nent camp until sapplies are brought from Foit

THE INDIANS. 

Up to this time the Indians bave not shown 
themselves, but that is not remarkable, as at 
this season of the year they are North hunting 
buffalo and stealing ponies from the tribes who 
come down from the mountains. Nothivg in the 
way of minerals bas been found, but of 
lignite, about 3 itches thick, and some iron ore, 
— owing to its location, will require half a 
d generatious to develop it. However, the 
couptry of which I have written is not the Black 


THE HILIs 
at a distance appear black as ink, and are cov- 
ered by a thick growth of pines that gives them 
the peculiar appearance suggested their 
name. We are now in a sandstone formation, 
which precludes,the possibitity of findiog valua- 
bie metals here. One bear bas been kilied, and 
uite a number of elk, deer, and antelope. As 
the camp was only establisbed yesterday, it bas 
beeu impossible to learn anything definite about 
the country. It is believed, however, that the 
interior of the Hills must be reached before any- 

thiog valuable can be found. 

Since nothing can be said of gold, silver, and 
diamonds, let us seo what we have in the way of 
non-official notabilities.
